INDIAN OF CANADA 
SHOWING INCREASE 


| EDMONTON. -— Canada’s native 


races are increasing in populatib., 


according to official] figures and esti- 
mates. Today the Indians number 
122,920, which is an increase of some 
17,000 in twenty years. Of the Eaki- 
mos there are 5,979. It was the first 
counting of heads among the Eskimo 
tribes, which exist principally m the 
Northwest Territories, but an esti- 
mate made ten years ago by the 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police and 
Missionaries placed their total «a 
mot more than 3,000. 

Canadien Indians are wards of the 
state and most of them live on re- 
serves. They are located in all the 
provinces, but Ontario has the lead 
with 30,638 descendants of the aborig- 
inies and British Columbia is a close 
second with 24,599. 

Officials of the Department of In- 
dian Affairs believe there are more 
Indians in Canada now than were 
here when the first white man ar- 
rived more than four centuries ago. 
It is impossible, of course, to prove 
their theory, as the Indians who rov- 
ed the forest primeval were not 
bothered by census takers, but there 
are voluminous records still in exist- 
ence which give them a basis for
